its attitude next year . 
In Nebr aska 
the 
gr eat fusion 
major ity is a tr ibute to the effect 
of Mr . B r yan’s br illiant per sonal 
campaign, but it is 
also an as­ 
sur ance of democr atic gr owth. The 
r epublican candidate was an ex­ 
ceptionally str ong man, and ther e 
wer e no impor tant factional dif­ 
fer ences on either side to compli­ 
cate the question. 
It was a clear 
issue and r epublicanism lost. 
Mar yland swung 
back 
to 
the 
high mar k of democr atic pr epon­ 
der ance. 
In the year s when 
the 
state was r anked as cer tainly dem­ 
ocr atic it seldom exceeded the ma­ 
jor ity by which Smith was elected 
Tuesday. 
Kentucky has pr obably elected a 
democr atic candidate under diffi­ 
culties which would have 
di^as- 
tr ously over thr own any but a par ty 
of 
undoubted 
natur al 
major ity. 
Even if Goebel is defeated, the r e­

A n d they must acknowledge that 
with all the enor mous power of the 
administr ation concentr ated, with 
abundant money and the aid ot 
ever y str ong employing cor por a- 
tioo, they had gr eat campaign ad­ 
vantages.

his headquarters 
is located, M r. 
G oebel made a speech in w hich he 
said : 
*T believe I have been elected; 
in fact, I k n o w I have.

T a y lo r, 
says he w ill 
assume the office of governor.

I have to say is, 
if I have been 
elected, as I believe, I w ill be in ­ 
augurated in spite of the Louisville 
and N a sh v ille railroad and B ra d ­ 
ley ’ s bayo n ets.”

The mining camp at Hanbury,

Bishop Glennon 
said 
in 
>art: 
This is an age of ideas— one in 
whic h each individual tries to ex- 
‘.el in the largeness thereof. 
To 
le considered broad-minded and 
nformed upon the topics of the 
lay in a general way is the ambi- 
ion of all, regardless of station of 
ife. 
This is praiseworthy and 
nuch easier than to acquire spe- 
dfic k nowledge as to the causes 
md effects of great events. 
The 
comparative ease w ith which these 
general ideas may be formed opens 
.n avenue through 
which 
the 
freat and busy world, with little 
ffort, may gather the truths which 
ODcerns them most vitally . 
B ut a short time since, while 
broad, I bad occasion to visit some 
f the principal cities of Europe, 
nd study , to some extent, their 
haracteristic habits of life. 
In 
xmdon, the great metropolis of 
he world, I visited the houses of 
Parliament 
and heard discussed 
, ome of the commercial treaties re­ 
acting to the ports of Asia and the 
ar-off islands of the sea. 
Some 
pok e of the honor of the flag and 
>thers of a proud name and ances- 
ral dignity , but all were agreed as 
o the acquisition of commercial 
idvantage, if possible. 
I then visited the Bank of Eng- 
and and saw the wan faces of the 
jreat money changers of the world, 
ind the places where the hoarded 
ntllions are k ept which have made 
London famous as the great money 
center of the nations 
LfOndon has no music and no art 
^ c e p t what she has bartered and 
borrowed from continental Europe. 
She is enveloped in a cloud of fog 
%nd smok e, and thousands there 
live and die without ever breathing 
the invigorating air of heaven or 
seeing the sun in all his splendor. 
The very atmosphere breathes the 
spirit of commerce and trade. The 
bustling multitudes surge on in 
ceaseless streams, each within a 
little world of his own. 
Some are 
bent on the acquisition of fortune, 
despite the oppression it may be to 
the p oor; some to acquire it hon­ 
estly —^aJl 
to 
get money . 
Truly 
can it be said that London is the 
great commercial and money cen­ 
tre of the world. 
I visited Paris, the Napoleon- 
m ade city , famous especially in 
m odern history . 
Beautiful m her 
park s, her flowers and shrubbery , 
rich in art and brilliant in fashion, 
she mak es a most pleasing im­ 
pression upon the traveler. 
Along 
her fashionable streets and in her 
rich cafes, in her grand operas and 
in her gorgeous balls, one can 
easily see that Paris is above all a 
pleasure-loving and pleasure-seek ­ 
ing city . 
She leads the world in 
fashion and 
dictates 
her 
silly 
w him s and the multitudes go mad 
to ape her way s. 
I visited 
Rome, 
the 
Eternal 
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City , 
the 
sy mbol of 
religion. 
Rome is in many respects a dirty 
city and uninviting, but rich in 
historical treasures in art and lit­ 
erature. H er history may be divided 
into three epochs, viz : 
Ancient, 
medaeval 
and 
modern. 
Gibbon 
tells of her decline and fall, but 
through all her history she remains 
the sy mbol of religion, the ex­ 
ponent of Christian fortitude and 
heroism. 
The domes of her three hundrec 
Catholic churches pointing heaven­ 
ward attest the piety and devotion 
of her peasants, princes and k ings 
of all the 
Christian ages. 
The 
sacred dust of the Coliseum, once 
wet 
with 
the 
blood 
of Chris­ 
tian marty rs 
devoured 
by 
the 
fierce Numidian 
lions, 
gives an 
inspiration 
to 
the 
traveler 
never to be effaced from his mem­ 
ory . 
The catacombs tell in glo­ 
rious language the faith of the early 
Christians, when to be k nown as 
such meant certain death. 
They 
do more than this. 
They also fur­ 
nish, if it were necessary , the evi­ 
dences of the religious practices of 
the early Christians, as countless 
thousands of the early marty rs were 
buried in these subterranean cav­ 
erns. 
I visited the Vatican and in com­ 
pany with a priest whose parental 
home is in Sedalia (Fr. Gla^s) was 
received in audience by his holi­ 
ness, Pope Leo X III. 
W hen I be­ 
held this august personage, classic 
in appearance though bowed by 
the weight of y ears and long and 
arduous duty , when I considered 
his world-wide fame as a scholar 
and a statesman, as one beloved by 
all, I thought that, with all R om e’s 
history , Leo is the greatest reason 
why Rome is regarded as the sy m­ 
bol of religion. 
W e have in her also the s}’mbol 
of perpetuity . 
She 
has 
lasted 
through all the Christian ages and 
has ever contained the treasures 
beloved by the Christian student 
and scholar, and may we not safel}’' 
predict that she will continue so 
until time is no more? 
W e have in these three great 
cities, London, Paris and Rome, 
the sy mbols of commerce, fashion 
and religion. 
W hich is the most 
enduring? 
W hich the dearest to 
the hearts of men? 
W hich con­ 
cerns most closely his great destiny ? 
The desert sands sweep over the 
once great commercial cities of an­ 
tiquity , 
and the fashion centres 
that dotted the Adriatic now sleep 
in sombre silence, but Rome, the 
sy mbol of religion and unity , lives 
on. 
The bishop is an eloquent speak ­ 
er and was listened to by an ap­ 
preciative audience, which filled 
all available space in the large 
church. 
The 
D e m o c r at regrets 
that a verbatim report of his dis­ 
course was impossible.

One of the best pieces of road 
work ever accomplished in Pettis 
county , 
and one which 
demon­ 
strates 
tlie 
practicability of the 
contract sy htem, is being done on 
the road leading north from Seda­ 
lia to Thornleigh. 
A part of that road, nortli of 
Ced ir creek , has been, for y ears, 
nearly half of the time, in a dan­ 
gerous and almost impassable con­ 
dition, mak ing it almost impossible 
for the farmers living north of that 
point to get to town at certain sea­ 
sons of the y ear with their buggies, 
much less with lieavy loads. 
So bad was the road that the 
money and labor allotted to that 
district was entirely inadequate to 
put it in passable condition. 
A delegation of the citizens in­ 
terested in the road appeared be­ 
fore the county court and effected 
arrangements by which the court 
was to pay one-half of the neces­ 
sary expenhcs, while the parties in-* 
terested were to donate the other 
half. 
A commission composed of Hon. 
J. 11. Both well, F. M. Ream and 
Ben W. Gorrell was appointed to 
tak e charge of tlie work . 
They 
selected John Glazel)rook as over­ 
seer, and within the past month 
a piece of road of one-half mile has 
been built over a bad slough and 
around a high bluff that will put 
tlie road at that point in good con­ 
dition for all time to come. 
A representative of the 
D e m o­ 


c r at 
pissed over the road the 
past week , and, in conversation 
with 
one of t^e commissioners, 
was surprised to find the splendid 
piece of work had been accom­ 
plished at an outlay of $150 do­ 
nated in work and $200 in cash, 
one-half of which was paid by the 
county court, the total expendi­ 
ture to the present time being but 
50. counting the donated work 
at a dollar a day . 
However, the commissioners are 
not y et through with the work . 
The road as far north as where it 
crosses Muddy creek , over wtiat is 
k nown as the Thornton bridge, 
lias been put in good condition, 
but from there on for anotlier lialf 
mile the road needs changing and 
work ing to a point north of where 
it crosses Turk ey creek . 
Wlien this is done, in accordance 
with the plans adopted by the com­ 
missioners, the people in that vicin- 
iiy and as far north as the Saline 
county line will have as good a 
road as leads into Sedalia and the 
city ’s trade from that section of 
the country will 
be greatly in­ 
creased. 
The county court was fortunate 
in selecting as commissioners gen­ 
tlemen wiio are interested in the 
road and who have given the mat­ 
ter their personal attention, getting 
the best results for the amount of 
funds at their command. 
The com­ 
missioners are to be congratulated 
in securing the services of a gen­ 
tleman to oversee the work who is 
thoroughly competent.

Astron­ 
omers say the sight will surpass 
any thirg of the k ind ever witne.ss- 
ed by man. 
Prof. W m . A. Hark ness, who is 
in charge of the astronomical de­ 
partment of the National observa­ 
tory at W ashington, say s: 
“ \V'e are unable to predict the 
exact hour at which the November 
meteoric showers will begin. 
But 
it is estimated that the showers 
will reach their maximum 
bril­ 
liancy at I o’clock a. m. the morn­ 
ing of November 15, 
Although 
these meteoroids revolve around 
the sun in a 
definite orbit, the 
point of their intersection with the 
orbit of the earth moves forward 
at the rate of a degree and a half 
per y ear, thus throwing the advent 
of the meteors a few hours later at 
each succeeding fall. 
“ For example, the fall of 18 33 
occurred on ti.e night of Novem­ 
ber 13; the fall of 
18 9 9 will tak e 
place on the evening of the 14th 
of November and will probably be 
of some hours duration. 
It will be 
vi^>ible throughout the whole of 
the North American continent and 
in Europe and Asia.” 
These falbng “ stars” are really 
meteors. 
Tliey receive the name 
of Leonids because they seem to 
come from the direction of the 
constellation Leo. 
Dr. W. F. Denning, fellow of 
the Roy al Astronomical Society of 
England, has made a special study 
of the November meteoric dis­ 
play s. 
He has found that the his­ 
tory of these display s goes back 
for a thousand y ears. 
In some of 
ft 
his writings on this subject he 
quotes the 
celebrated 
historian 
Conde. who, in his Arabian his­ 
tory , states that “ on the night of 
the 22th of October, 9 02. an im­ 
mense number of falling stars were 
seen to spread themselves over the 
face of the sk v, lik e rain.” 
This 
particular y ear was k nown there­ 
after us “ trie y ear of stars.” 
On the 19 th of October, 1202, it 
is also recorded by Conde that 
“ the stars shot hitlier and thither 
in the heavens, eastward and west­ 
ward, and flew against one an­ 
other lik e a scattering storm of 
locusts, to the right and to the left. 
This phenomenon lasted till day ­ 
break . 
People were thrown into 
consternation and cried to God, 
the Most 
High, 
with confused 
clamor. ” 
According to Dr. Denning, the 
most brilliant display in our an­ 
nals was the November meteoric 
shower of 1S33. 
In Boston alone 
it is estimated that 240,000 meteors 
were visible during the seven hours’ 
duration of the showier. 
Concern­ 
ing this shower, he say s : 
“ The words ‘prodigious,’ ‘stu­ 
pendous,’ and ‘magnificent’ do not 
describe it. 
Compared with the 
splendor of this celestial exhibition, 
the most brilliant rock ets and fire­ 
work s of art bore less relation than 
the most tiny star to the broad 
glare of the sun. 
‘Stars’ fell untd 
there was none left. 
“ A South 
Carolina 
planter, 
writing of this metoric display and 
its effects upon the negroes of his 
plantation, say s : 
‘I was suddenly 
awak ened by the most distressing 
cries that ever fell on my ears. 
Shriek s of horror and cries for mer­ 
cy I could hear from most of the 
negroes 
of 
three 
plantations, 
amounting in all to 
6 ck > or 8 00. 
“ While earnestly listening for 
the cause, I heard a faint voice near 
the door calling my name. I arose, 
and tak ing my sword, stood at the 
door. 
A t this moment I heard the 
same voice beseeching me to rise, 
and say ing, ‘Oh, my God! 
The 
world is on fire.’ 
“ I then opened the door, and it 
is difficult to say which excited 
me the most— the awfulness of the 
spectacle or the distressed cries of 
the negroes. 
Upward of a hun­ 
dred lay prostrate on the ground— 
some speechless, but with hands 
upraised, imploring God to save 
the world and them. 
The scene 
was truly awful, for never did rain 
fall much thick er than did the me­ 
teors toward the earth.

west, north and south, it was the

ENLISTED IN SEDALIA. 


Was Assigriied to the Eleventh United 
States Infantry— Describes 
the Country. 


Correspondence of the D e m o c r a t . 
C amp A guadil l a 
, Porto Ricu, 
Oct. 
received a copy of your 
paper a few days ago, through a 
friend from old Pettis county, and 
in reading it over I found many 
items that were very interesting to 
me. 
It was like meeting an old 
friend from home. 
I have often thought I 
would 
write to you and give you a de­ 
scription of my journey from Se 
dalia to Aguadilla, the people here 
and their mode of living. 
I enlisted in the United States 
infantry at Sedalia on the 22d of 
March, with the ex pectation ot 
going to the Philippines, b ut when 
I got to Jefferson 
Barracks the 
four companies of the Six teenth 
regiment were full, so I was sent 
to the Eleventh in Porto Rico. 
W e left Jefferson Barracks on 
Monday, M ay loth, and arrived at 
Fort Hamilton, Long Island, May 
13th. 
Here we stayed for ten 
days, waiting for a transport. 
W hile here 
I 
visited 
Coney 
Island and saw Fitzsimmons’ home 
and the pony he used in training. 
W e were in sight of the Brooklyn 
b ridge and the statue of Lib erty 
for ten days, when we steamed 
across N ew York harb or to Brook­ 
lyn pier and went on b oard the 
transport Buford. 
W e passed the 
Battleship Oregon in N ew York 
harb or. 
We arrived at San Juan. 
Porto Rico, May 24th, and went 
up to old Moro Castle, now the 
Eleventh headquarters. W e stayed 
here only a fevv days, when we 
were assigned to our companies, sc 
I was sent to Co. H at Aguadilla. 
The natives here are a 
queer 
people— too lazy to take care of 
themselves. 
They even refused to 
unload the vessels that had b rought 
b oth food and clothing for them, 
without b eing paid an enormous 
sum for it, so the American sol­ 
diers volunteered to unload the 
vessels rather than to see the poor 
women 
and children 
starve 
to 
death after b oth food and clothing 
had come. 
They are an ignorant class of 
people, you might say almost sav­ 
ages, b ut not degraded. 
They are 
very treacherous, as some of the 
Indian b lood still flows through 
their veins. 
They b uild their little huts as 
the real Pow hattan trib e did a hun­ 
dred years ago in America. 
Their 
hou.-.es are b uilt of cocoa b ark, cov­ 
ered with cocoa leaves. 
No furni­ 
ture decorates the hut at all— noth­ 
ing b ut a swinging hammock. 
It 
is a curiosity to see these people 
and note how they live and what 
their regular diet consists of. 
It 
is composed of sand crab s and ffsh, 
after keeping them two or three 
da>s, until they are tainted. 
This 
is their choice dish. 
A ny civilized person would look 
on 
with amazement to see *^he 
"men and women, b are headed and 
b are footed, tram ping the streets, 
smoking their snipe cigar, 
and 
their children naked with them un­ 
til they arrive at the age of 8 or 10 
years. 
They seem perfectly happy 
lounging around and nearly always 
hum m ing a song. 
You will b e surprised when 
I 
tell yon of the way their funerals 
are conducted. 
They carry the 
corpse to the cemetery as soon as 
dead and let it lay a specified time, 
with no one present, and 
when 
ready to perform the b urial cere­ 
monies the corpse is taken out of 
the cofffn and lowered in the grave. 
Then all present turn their b acks,

throw it over their shoulders in 
the grave, giving a joyful shout 
and then walk away. 
If the rela­ 
tives cannot pay twenty-four dol­ 
lars a year rent for the b urial lot 
the skeleton is dug up and put in 
the b oneyard and b urned b y the 
authorities. 
I visited Columb us’ statue a few 
days ago. 
It is situated in a b eau­ 
tiful place, surrounded b y cocoa, 
palrn, b anana, orange, mango and 
many 
other 
b eautiful 
tropical 
plants. 
W e use water from the 
same J^pring Christopher Columb us 
got fresh water from— Aquadille, 
meaning “ water plenty.” 
The wet season has now set in. 
It rains more or .’ess every day, and 
will continue 
for 
ab out 
three 
months. 
The new crops look very well at 
present and I think in a few more 
weeks the natives can do without 
the assistance of charity, and the 
soldier b oys won’t b e one b it sorry 
when rations stop coming. 
I hope that I may have the pleas­ 
ure of living and returning to my 
old friends and relatives in Bettis 
county. 
You can imagine how 
much I would I'ke to strike the 
shores of America and meet with 
associates I once met. 
You cannot 
imagine how ionesome and dark it 
is when out ou the streets of A gua­ 
dilla and see the natives passing 
along, muttering a language which 
none of us can understand. 
Some 
of them seem friendly, b ut cannot 
make it known. 
The storm that swept the island 
August 8th did lots of damage to 
the coff'ee 
plantations, 
b ut 
the 
fruits now look nearly as well as 
they did b efore the storm. 
Well, I must close for this time. 
H oping to return again soon, I re­ 
main,

on the top stands a town which for 
ar tistic char m, ethnological inter est 
and r omantic histor y has no 
p^er . 
T h is little town of Ancoina is one 
of the most per fect of types of tlie 
pr ehistor ic Pueblo ar chitectur e, ^iost 
of the houses r emain of the type in­ 
vented when ever y house must I* 
for t. 
One climbed a ladder to 1 . 
fir st r oof, and pulled up the ladder 
at n ight— living on the second and 
thir d floor s, and using the gr ound 
floor as a cellar . 
Against enemies 
ar med only with how’s and ar r ows 
this was a fair defense. 
Comfor t had 
to be sacr ificed to safety. 
Nothing 
except the eagle sought such inac­ 
cessible eyr ies as these victims 
of 
their own civilization. 
Because they 
wer e far mer s instead of fr eebooter s; 
because they had homes instead of 
being vagr ants, they wer e easy to 
find, and they were the pr ey of a hun ­ 
dr ed nomad tr ibes. 
W ith inconceiv­ 
able labor this island town in the 
air was built and for tified.

r eached only by a mer e tr ail of toe 
holes up the stem of the "nnislir oom."' 
T h e age of the island is not knowm—

The Substa nce ot Conca nnon’s Story 
As He Na rra te d It to a Com­ 
pa ny De te ctive . 


W . S. Concannon, 
the A m eri­ 
can express messenger whose safe 
w as robbed of $10,000 at 
Denison 
the night of October 31, and 
who 
w as brought to the 
M ., K . & T . 
hospital here Tuesday, as 
chron­ 
icled in that evening’s D e m o c r a t , 
was thus referred to by the D eni­ 
son Herald M onday afternoon : 
' 
This 
afternoon 
Dr. 
Robert 
Y a n ce y , who has had charge of 
the injured man ever since his in­ 
jury, arranged for taking him to 
the K a ty hospital at Sedaiia for 
treatment. 
This is for the ostensi­ 
ble purpose of giving the wounded 
man better treatment than he could 
get here, but the true object of the 
transfer is because those concerned 
greatly 
fear an attempt will be 
made to do him further harm if he 
remains 
here. 
Last 
night 
the 
doctor was informed that a person 
was prowling around the house, 
and at 
times 
two persons were 
around, seeking admittance at the 
dead hour of the night, and this 
caused considlprable alarm to Mr. 
Concannon’s friends and his phy­ 
sician, and he 
thought the best 
thing to be done was to send him 
off to the hospital, where his injury 
w ill have the best of care, and he 
w ill be safe from further injury, if 
anyone really has such intentions 
toward him. 
From the action of the doctor in 
sending his patient away, from the 
statement of the father of Mr. C on­ 
cannon that his son had stated that 
fhe asked that the detective be ad­ 
mitted to see him, and from the 
fear of friends that further injury 
.will be done him if 
he remains 
fhere, it is safe to conclude that the 
Istory the injured man told the de­ 
tective was a thrilling one, that it 
involved 
persons well known in 
^Denison and that there is a definite 
clue on which the officers have to 
ivwork, and that important arrests 
wilt follow. 
Before Express Messenger C on ­ 
cannon was taken to Sedalia this 
afternoon 
a 
Herald 
reporter 
learned the extent of the story that 
[he told this morning. 
The story 
Iwas obtained from a reliable and 
trustworthy source.

ger's story of the robbery, accord­ 
i n g to the informant, is as follows :

, into town, and heard them talking. 
One of them said :

maoded the contents of the safe, 
and he started to move, when one 
o f them struck him with a sand­ 
bag, knocking him to the floor. He 
w as not knocked senseless by the 
blow^, and the robbers observed it, 
w hen one of them said :

aeld, were committed by the offi­ 
cers in the discounting of worth- 
ess notes and the purchase of the 
bank’s stock with the bank’s own 
funds. 
They were brought to trial 
in November, 
1898. 
1 hey were 
defended by able counsel, and the 
battle lasted ten days. 
The result was a hung jury, sev­ 
en for conviction and five for ac­ 
quittal. 
The receivers of the bank 
have paid 62 per cent of the claims 
of the depositors.
